The ACPFB has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 

Mrs. BARBARA HARTLE , admitted member and officer of 
the Communist Party (CP), in Washington State during the period 
1934 to 1954, testified on December 13, 1956, that the NWCPFB, 
in 1954, changed its name and became the Washington Committee 
for Protection of Foreign Born (WCPFB) ; that the NWCPFB, the 
WCPFB and ACPFB were parts of the same organization; that the 
WCPFB was controlled lock, stock and barrel by the Communist 
conspiracy; and that WCPFB officers MARION KINNEY, Executive 
Secretary; CECELIA CORK, Treasurer and CLARA A. PAULSON, Re- 
cording Secretary, were each known to her as a ’’Communist”. 

A mimeographed letter disseminated in November, 1956, 
with the return address of the WCPFB, stated that, ’’The Com- 
mittee is an unaffiliated non-partisan body devoted to the 
preservation of democratic rights of all foreign-born residents 
of the United States. Its program is to arouse widespread and 
unceasing public protest against the application of the McCarran 
Law. . .We work to effect repeal of the law and to secure en- 
actment of a humane democratic immigration code. We help 
provide legal defense and public support of any foreign-born 
person requesting our assistance.”
